DEAR PO LLY—I hope my Pointer will help Mrs. H. H. 
remove the grease and discoloration from the grids on 
her waffle iron. Make a paste of baking soda and water, 
apply with a brush and allow this to remain on for 20 
to 30 minutes, then wipe or brush off. The iron will have 
to be preseasoned with unsalted cooking oil or fat before 
attempting to bake more waffles.—MRS. G. N. 


DE.AR G IRLS—Never Immerse u waffle iron In water 
or use strong abrasives. A stiff wire brush is good for 
reiiiuviiig crumbs or any burned bits that cling to the 
grids. Dampened steel wool euuld be carefully used to 
reiiiuve badly burned bits but this also necessitates a 
preseasoning! The unseasoned oil or fat used can be ap­ 
plied with a pastry brush. Close iron and heat at a low 
temperature fur eight or 10 iniiiutes and then remove 
any excess fat with a paper towel.—POl.LY

Diarrhea Is a Symptom 


Worth Doctor's Attention 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


PEACEFUL PROTEST. A 
member of the Society of 
Friends (Quakers) stands 
vigil outside fence surround­ 
ing the White House, pro­ 
testing war in Indochina.

Have you ever had diar­ 
rhea? Who hasn’t? Although 
constipation as a way of life 
is more common, almost no 
one has escaped at least one 
episode of diarrhea. Isolated 
episodes usually result from 
food poisoning, intolerance to 
specific foods (such as food 
fried in olive oil, spicy foods, 
or excess amounts of fruit) 
medicines and drugs (like 
antibiotics by mouth) virus 
a n d 
bacterial 
infections. 
Rarely do acute appendicitis 
oi other local inflammations 
of the intestine cause diar­ 
rhea. 
Most 
episodes 
end 
spontaneously and the major 
problem is replacing lost 
water, salt and minerals. 
Determining the cause of 
recurrent frequent or persist­ 
ent diarrhea is difficult. Di­ 
arrhea is more often caused 
by anxiety and constipation 
by feelings of hostility. The 
influence of the psychic on 
the gut is more complex 
than this since in some cases 
with constipation, particular­ 
ly with the problem of spas­ 
tic or irritable colon, hard 
dry stool is mixed with mu­ 
cus and watery diarrhea. 
A few persons with recur­ 
rent diarrhea can help solve 
their problem by studying 
the relation of the episode to 
particular f o o d s , alcohol, 
spices and cigarettes. Milk is 
often overlooked as a possi­ 
ble cause. Some people can 
not digest lactic acid in milk 
and milk products. Diarrhea, 
distention and digestive dis­ 
turbances 
often 
disappear 
when milk and its products 
are eliminated from the diet. 
Anyone with recurrent or 
persistent 
diarrhea 
should 
have a complete examina­ 
tion. This includes X rays of 
the stomach, and large in­ 
testine. 
Rarely do 
ulcers 
cause diarrhea. The rectum 
and lower colon should be 
examined by a scope permit­ 
ting the doctor to look at the 
inner lining of the bowel. 


Several fresh stool speci­ 
mens must be examined for 
any infection. The character 
of the stool is important to 
enable your doctor to deter­ 
mine the cause of your diar­ 
rhea. 
Repeated diarrhea can be 
caused by such things as dia­ 
betes, an overactive thyroid 
and rarely by low function of 
the adrenal gland. When it is 
a change in bowel habit, it 
can mean a tumor or cancer 
of 
the 
c o l o n . 
Adequate 
screening tests, particularly 
for 
diabetes 
and 
thyroid 
function, are mandatory. 
Simple diarrhea is not so 
simple. It is a symptom and 
requires a careful, complete 
study by the doctor if the 
problem is to be resolved. 
* * * 
Dear Dr. Lamb—My broth­ 
er, 44, has a development of 
one side of his breast. Could 
it be dissolved rather than 
removed surgically? 
Dear R e a d e r—Any mass 
or growth that develops any­ 
where on the body should be 
examined by a doctor. There 
is simply no other way to 
tell if it is a cancer or not. 
Men can and do develop can­ 
cer of the breast. I don’t 
know what your brother has, 
but it should be seen by a 
competent d o c t o r . If he 
doesn’t have one, get a rec­ 
ommendation 
for 
one 
or 
more from your county med­ 
ical society. Often such a 
growth has to be removed 
by surgery and examined by 
a microscope to tell what it 
is. Nothing but trouble is to 
be gained by waiting.

Santa Barbara County's new sheriff, John Carpenter, 
is being pressured to open the new multi-million dollar 
jail by members of the County Board of Supervisors.

It is a sad state of at fairs 
when a taxpayer has to be satisfied with shortcomings 
after being saddled with a multi-million dollar bill in the 
first place. 
It is a known fact that the electronic surveillance 


system ot the new jail has not been satisfactorily 
designed from the beginning, despite its costs. It is 
operating below par. “Interior security problems' is the 
general title given to a myriad of other problems 
connected with the facility. The reason they are not 
spelled out is simple. If the jail is opened, there is no 
reason to publicly identity the problems to the prisoners 
or would-be-pnsoners. It is said that if the jail were 
opened this month, all prisoners would have to be fed in 
cells, for movement ol prisoners to the mess hall under 
present conditions would be dangerous to the guards 
involved. We seriously question any original design of a 
jail that presents such a problem 
We realize the anxieties of the board of supervisors in 
opening the jail facility. However, we would urge that 
this facility not be occupied until all safeguards are 
present and working tor the officials involved. We would 
sincerely hope that this action is possible and that 
occupation ot the facility can be made without any 
shortcomings, as it should be.

W ASHINGTON (NEA) 
My first Democratic presidential 
survey, a check of 15 states across 
the country, shows that Maine's Sen. 
Edmund 
Muskie 
is 
already 
beginning 
to convert 
his much- 
proclaimed 
lead 
into 
the 
hard 
currency of committee support in 
many places. 
The 
s t a t e s 
I 
sampled were New 
York, New Jersey, 
We st 
V i r g i n i a , 
Virginia. Alabama, 
T e x a s , 
O h i o , 
Michigan. 
Wiscon­ 
sin. 
Minnesota. 
Missouri, 
South 
D a k o t a , 
U t a h , 
Oregon 
and

Among the more striking findings 
gleaned from talks with politicians 
and observers:

Democratic source 
in 
Missouri says that virtually the 
entire state delegation to the 1972

Muskie. The surprise is the early 
commitment. Missouri, heavily for 
Hubert Humphrey in 1968, would 
hardly go lor a leftish liberal. 
In Humphrey’s own Minnesota, a 
careful party leader puts Muskie far 
ahead in probable delegate strength, 
even though an acrive rival. Sen.. 
George 
McGovern, 
is 
based 
in 
neighboring South Dakota. Says this 
source: 
“ Muskie comes through here as 
having a basic tendency to unify the 
party . . . We re not spending much 
time thinking about the others.' 
In 
N ew 
York 
st at e , 
the 
D em ocratic 
party's 
greatest 
political 
morass, 
dozens of key 
figures — including many liberal 
reform types — are straining at the 
leash They want to declare quickly 
for Muskie. 
A prominent 1970 oftiee-seeker, 
whose name can't be revealed here, 
recently had to be held back from 
declaring. A friend describes him as 
“ 1,000 per cent for Muskie 
This friend says he could put 
together a cluster ol 150 leading 
figures tor Muskie any time he 
wants 
to 
but 
is 
deliberately 
restraining himself and others on 
grounds it is too early. 
An 
Alabama 
Democrat 
says 
Muskie unquestionably is the “most 
salable non-southerner' in his state. 
He believes the prime movers in 
other Deep South states feel the 
same. He adds: 
“They’re looking for what they 
can sell here and stay alive . . . This 
guy (Muskie) looks real. He's not 
one of those crazy people. 
Texas, 
a 
different 
kmd 
of 
battleground with its mixture of 
Deep South and New Southwest, 
nevertheless also looks good for 
Muskie. He is more popular with the 
established conservative leadership 
than 
was 
Humphrey. 
And 
rival 
liberals have no hope of putting over 
another man. 
Virginia sources say that right 
now Muskie probably could be sure 
ot 
maybe a third of their 
1972 
delegation, with the rest eager tor a 
more conservative prospect like 
Sen. 
Henry 
M. 
Jackson 
ol 
Washington. 
In liberal West Virginia, it’s all 
Muskie. Only a revived candidacy 
for Sen. Edward Kennedy would 
alter the outlook. A distinguished 
Democrat there says: 
“ Nobody else so far has shown 
any flash . . . McGovern didn’t click 
with party leaders at a breakfast 
last tall 
Oregon, which went tor former 
Sen Eugene McCarthy over the late 
Robert 
F. 
Kennedy 
in the 
1968 
primary, is presently marked by an 
“awful lot of Muskie talk" and 
virtually nothing for others, say its 
leaders. 
Muskie is in commanding position 
in 
such 
other 
widely 
separated 
places as New Jersey, Ohio and 
Utah. Utah’s veteran Gov. Calvin 
Rampton already has declared for 


him. There is no visible rival of 
strength in New Jersey, though one 
leader there thinks Muskie needs a 
“ strong 
team m ate" 
to 
make 
e f f e c t i v e 
c h a l l e n g e 
agai ns t 
President Nixon. 
In territory like Ohio. Michigan 
and Wisconsin, Muskie’s dominance 
is acknowledged even as leaders 
caution about the earliness of the 
hour and the absence of much really 
serious talk of 1972. 
Crucial California 
is a bigger 
question 
mark. One experienced 


viewer says Muskie is widely liked, 
“especially by the money guys." 
But the state’s party leadership and 
office-holding lineup is more liberal 
than in many years, and moderate 
Muskie clearly has a lot of proving 
to do if he hopes to gain California’s 
huge delegate bonanza. 
South 
Dakota’s 
allegiance 
to 
McGovern 
is 
unquestioned. 
I 
checked it to test for Muskie backup 
strength, with inconclusive result. 
Some think he must enter the state's 
primary just to show his daring.
